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Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -4 and 6-20 are allowed. . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record teaches various headsets thereon, for example U.S. 
patent number 20020064276. However, the prior art of record fails to 
show claim 1, a headset for receiving and sending voice communications, 
comprising: a plurality of spaced-apart lights positioned in the groove on 
the second side of the boom, said lights being operable to provide an in- 
use indicator for the headset and in combination with all the limitation of 
claim 1 and claim 13, a telephone headset, comprising: at least one light 
source positioned in the groove on the boom and arranged such that the 
light source is completely shielded from the user's eyes to provide an in- 
use indicator for the headset that does not bother the user and in 
combination with all the limitation of claim 13, and claim 19, a telephone 
headset, comprising: a plurality of LEDs positioned in the groove on the 
boom and spaced apart along the length of the boom, said LEDs being 
arranged so as to be completely shielded from the user's eyes when the 
headset is supported on the user's head; and a control circuit with a 
flasher for flashing the LEDs when the telephone is in-use and in 
combination with all the limitation of claim 19.
